The French schoolmaster M. Rouzies, of Tizi, according to a letter 
from Algiers by the archaeologist Gsell, has discovered a Christian 
basilica of the fifth century on the site of the ancient Amiliaria (the 
modern Benien), in the province of Oran. The "finds" in the 
church show that it belonged alternately to the Catholics and to the 
Donatists. To its Catholic period belongs the inscription on the 
tomb of a Bishop of Amiliaria, of whom it is said, " Requievit in Fide 
et Unitate." Amongst the numerous graves of bishops and clergy 
there is also a grave of Robba, a female martyr, who probably, with 
many others buried there, belonged to the Donatists.

In the Grafton Galleries, London, has just closed the exhibition of 
a numerous collection of busts and statuettes in bronze by M. Con- 
stantin Meunier, the vigorous and original sculptor of Brussels, " 
whose delight it is to represent the ouvrier of the nineteenth century 
not in his happier moments at home and at play (of which this able 
artist seems to have no knowledge, or even a notion), but labouring, 
with or without passionate energy — suffering the worst effects* of 
monstrous toil or degradation through a long slavish ancestry. Not 
that his figures lack robustness when it pleases him to make them 
strong, nor dignity of a sort when he thinks fit to make them great ; 
nor does he always fail to make his men and women heroic in their 
patience and their courage. In their way they are wonderfully fine, 
pregnant with the highest art, and — what adds much to their value — 
there is none of the cant about them which degrades the efforts of 
certain French sculptors and painters of great popular renown who 
are never happy but when they are exploiting in melodramatic style 
the ouvrier and ouvriere of our time. Technically speaking, we 
find M. Meunier an excellent artist, who, though working in a broad 
and masculine style, shirks nothing and finishes his work thoroughly.

I will not give them my 
Balzac, but Rodin's spirit turned into a man of letters. I will throw 
away the whole idea, but I will keep the dressing-gown. In the

The Van Dyck Exhibition at Antwerp is reported to have been 
fixed for the time between August 12th and October 15th. Hitherto 
about one hundred and twenty pictures of the great painter have 
been secured, including those to be lent by the Duke of Devonshire. 



French journalists are directing the attention of the government 
toward the fact that most valuable art treasures are almost daily 
being transferred from France to other countries. That magnificent 
series known as " Le Roman de la Jeunesse," by Fragonard, was 
recently bought by the Messrs. Agnew, and it is pointed out in 
French newspapers that now another art treasure has been re- 
moved to London. This consists of five panels of magnificent 
Beauvais tapestry. The panels belonged to the Compte de Gattelier, 
one of whose ancestors was chief architect to Louis XV., and they 
have remainedjintil lately in the chateau of the Counts of Gattelier 
at Beaulieu. Messrs. Duveen, of Paris and New York, are said to 
have paid $150,000 for the series. 



In most of the work of the younger artists of to-day one can 
plainly discern the influence of the men with whom they have studied 
or whose work has impressed them most strongly. 

It is the absence of this that one noticed first at the exhibition ot 
Mr. Alfred Humphreys' paintings, held recently at the Beaudouin 
Gallery, Rue St. Honors. One was struck by the originality and 
very strong individuality shown in his sketches and nocturnes. 

Painting with breadth and vigor, Mr. Humphreys has rendered, 
with singular sincerity and deep poetic feeling, those phases of 
nature that have appealed to him most. 

His most important canvases, "Le Soir," "La Nuit," "Le 
Brouillard," "Un Soir d'Ete"," are full of a certain mystery and 
charm, as are many of his smaller paintings — notably a " Notre 
Dame by Night," a view of the Chamber of Deputies seen against a 
stormy sunset sky, and a landscape in which rolling clouds overhang 
a low, flat plain — the latter painted with remarkable effect. 

Mr. Humphreys is one of the promising men whose name may yet 
be prominent in the future American art. 



Le Journal des Arts reports the discussion which has been 
going on as to the advisability to omit next year the usual Salon 
Exhibitions on account of the great Exposition. .This proposition 
was not, however, received with favor, so it has been arranged that 
both the Salon des Champs Elys^es .and the Salon de Champs de 
Mars be given in 1900 upon the former site of the abattoirs at Gre- 
nelle, in the Avenue Breteuil.

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A large reliquary ot the fifteenth century, Barcelona work, was 
knocked down for 58,ooof. to M. Durlacher, of London. 

A large dish of Palissy ware, which sold at the Spitzen sale for 
lo,8oof., sold for l6,ocof. This specimen was bought at the Fourtain 
sale in London for £840 by M. Lowergard, and was resold shortly 
after for 30,ooof. to M. Spitzen. 

Two enamel portraits by Leonard Ludossin, slightly restored at 
the corners, were bought by Mr. Fitz Henry for 62,ooof. These two 
portraits were bought_by M. Stein at Bordeaux a few years ago for 
65,ooof. 

Mr. Fitz Henry bought a fourteenth century Infant Jesus, in white 
marble, for 22,5O0f. 

The total netted 1,654,627 francs.

The Paris correspondent of the New York Herald gives the follow- 
ing information : 

The merry little kingdom of Yvetot came to the front yesterday 
through the death there of an old lady, formerly the cook of M. 
Chocquete, an employ^ of the Ministry of the Interior. He married 
her, and at his death, years ago, left her his sole legatee. 

Among his assets was the house in the Rue Monsigny, that he had 
long occupied. Immediately after his death his widow locked up the 
house and left for her native Yvetot. Now that she has died, the 
authorities have discovered that the house is literally crammed full 
of rarest art treasures, collected by M. Chocquete, of the value of 
which his widow was apparently ignorant. Porcelains and bric-a- 
brac are everywhere, while there is quite a gallery of paintings by 
Delacroix, Manet, Tassaert, Ingres, Claude Monet, Sisley, Pissaro 
and Czanne. 

A hunt for heirs has begun. Haifa dozen alrea'dy have been, 
found. All are in humble circumstances, one being a porter in the 
markets and another a dock laborer at Havre.
